: danger to benow looked uponin this brfiniefſe,foreven fince 
that aniwer was piver,this: common cauſeard Covenant hath 
deen yet further weakned and dangeroi fly wounded, by the 
late ſtrong eadeayours1n Eneland, to movethe Parliament 
10 c{hbb{bby-ther authority a-roleration of 4 0 ay 
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flight and lay aſide ſuck & the Propoſitions of Peace as con- 
cerne the Covenant, and the joynt intereſt of the Kingdomes 
in Religion, Ir addeth-greif to eur ſorrow, that we have 
caule to mention the new perſecutions raiſed there by meanes 
of the ScRaries, againſt divers-who' have been zealous and 
ative for the good of Religion, Kirig,and Kingdomes. Yea, 
they' who- plead ſo mich for liberty of conſcience to them 
ſelves, allow ſo- little of it to others-who differ from'them , 
that they can now - make. vp a charge, either of conſtructive 
Treaſon , of of high'crimes and- mildemeanors againſt them, 
tor ſuch particulars as do-upon-the matter amount to no-more 
but zealous endeavours in oppoſing the way of the SeAaties; 
Neither coinmon fenſe, nor Chriſtianſympathy canfoffer us te 
coriceive that the -cauſe 'of Religiot-is;-in'no greater danger 
then before, when- perſecution its growing daily more.and 
more hot againſt ſuch as have moſt appeared- againſt, or en- 
deavourcd to hinder the late unſufferable-exordirancies-of the 


While the danger of Religion is thus encreaſed abroad, we 
cannot day that*tis prowen--afty whit lefle ar home, bur ra< 
ther greater : for beſide tho" dangerous. influence which rhe 
growing power of the enemies of the Covenant in- England , 
i5 like to have upon thisKingdome ,: the Maligfant faction at 
home hath not ſo much decreaſed in:profeſſion ,- as increaſed 
in-deſfignc andpractife againſt this Caule and Covenant; Sure- 
iy chey who are diſaffeRted in this Nation, being many, are as 
malicious as before, 'when very ſhortly-after:the -expedition 
into Evuplazd, perceiving no force. wirhinthrKingdome to 
cefiſt thera, they-rook Arms and diſhirbed the publique peace : 
And if they were fo readyto ſte when that Army wasbut out 
of the Kingdome, low much-more if ic ſhall -be disbanded > 
Some enennes are ſtill in the fields , and in a&iajl Rebellion 
within this Kingdoimzand there is too great cauſe to'feare that

cheir pride and inſolency al late growen more intollerable 
apon the hopes of disbanding the Army , ſo there is many of 
them enraged, as Beeres robbed of their Whelp: , or as Wotves 
of the evening , being alſo deſperate of mending their broken 
eftates, C it be in publique combuſtions ; O:hers of ther. 
are animated and emboidened by the great favour andindut- 
gence which. hath boen ſhew towards them in their Delin- 
quencies, in ſo much that they are therebyhardened From re- 
penting of their Rebellion , or compliance withRebels , and 
even bleſſe themſelves for a better lot , cafier yoke, and lighter 
burden,then thoſe who have been moſk reall and ative for che 
Covenant.. Fe 
: Theſe dangers of Religion we have inſiſted upon , as being 
moſt. proper. for us to ſpeak to, and not as we are in ſenfible of 
the great danger of the Kings perfon,and of Monarchicall Go- 
veramene , for preſerving of which ,- according to our Co- 
venant,our prayers-and beſtiendeayonrs ſhaſl-aotbe wanting. 
And now the danger of Religion in all theſe being fo great , 
and the prounds of our fears and appretientions being fo preg- 
nant , we earneſtly beſeech and humbly obreft your Lordſhips,. 
in the bowels of Jeſus Chriſt, and by the vores of God which 
4xe uponyou,thar as vour Lordſhips deſire God,and your own. 
coaſcicnces;and the poſtetiry may not afterwards charge upon 
you the ruine of Religion, King ans Kingdomes, fo yout 
Lordftups may be very teader and _confcionable that no ſuch 
defigne beentertained or get place among you, astenderth ro 
the diſabling of this Church and-Kingdome, from an effeQual 
(eng as prambtng of the-ends of the Covenarrt, or to 
the ſtretgrhning and inabling the enemics thereof, by afford- 
mg them the oppertunity which'they wait for to diſturb again 
the peace, and to deſtroy the preſent Reformation, Theſe and 
no better effects can be looked for if the army in this Kingdom 
which hath been ſo bleſſed of God , and ſo faithfull ro you ,. 
fhall bedisbanded before this Cauſe which ſo much concer- 
ncth the Glory of God.the Reformation and defence of Reli. 
g10n, the Peace and fafery of the Kingdomes, the Honour and. 
| happinefſe of the King, be ſerled upona firme foundation, 
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In this our humbledefice do. al:d wich ary ceſpe&t 
eo any particular party or. intere%; Or witneſſe is-in Heaven 
and wthin our own brefts , that we ſpeake for theintercſt of 
Religion and of the Cauſeof God; neither doth that which 
we deſire tend:to a new War, but to the preventing of a new 
War; norto the encreafing ef barthens on the Kingdom, bur 
ro the preventing of greater burthens: Nor s-it ogr debice a= 
lone, but many others are cqually ſenſible with us of rhe greac 
danger which may accruc toghis cauſe from the: disbanding of 
that + rmy. It is not unobſerved that moſt of thoſe rho are 
ave for the laying down of Armes are ſuch 3s, were: againſt 
the caking up of Arms in this cauſe; However fince .there car 
be no affurance in'humane reaſon that the, Kingdome ſhall 
need no Army, wehumbly offer it to your-Lordſhips moſt ſe.
